In rfMin rates at Magic Vallev

The MVMH iMflrd Monday night 
— approvod-the-rate-lncreases-for- 
semi-private, private, ward and 
intensive care unit rates in order to 
cover the cost of recent wage and 
salary increases. The increase 
amounts to' an approximate 22 
percent Jump. 

This is the second rate increase 
since December, 1980, when tlie 
rates went up by alsout' 1S.7 per- 
cent. 

The board voted unanmously for 
the changes, effecUve Aug. 1, after 
reviewing a cost survey of 14 other 
hospitals in the state. 

"Of the 14, with the proposed 
rate increase, we're going to be a 
. cinch in the middle," Cal Butter, 
chairman of the board's finance 
committee, said. 

Hospital Controller Scott Rich- 
ardson said the increase would sllil 
pilt MVMH below hospitals that 
are the same size and offer similar 
services. 

"The Increase will give us about 
$75,000 to $100,000 a month more, 
about what the Increase in salaries 
will cost us," Richardson said. 

.The cost of a private room will go 
upto$152,aseml-prlvatcroomwlii . 
go up to J140, a ward room will go 
up to $128 and a room In the 
Intensive care unit will go up to 
$267. 

Richardson said patients would 
get no grace period for the in- 
creases, except patients using 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield who 
win get a discount for the next two 
months, because Blue Cross 
needed a longer notification 
period. 

A rate increase was orginally 
planned_for_Oct.:i,.the start_or_a - 
new fiscal year, but was moved up 
to cover the 10 percent aycragc 
salary Increase granted to hospital 
staff earlier this summer. 

The salary increase, reportedly 
the largest ever granted at the 
hospital, was Implemented to at- 
tract nurses to MVMH in the light 
of a nationwide nursing shortage.

Pearce will Join Mayor Dick 
Eardley and Boise lawyer Paul 
Buscr. a veteran Idaho Democratic 
Party operitive, in the* nonpartisan 
race. Pearce said he believed his 
entry would "close the field." 

Pearce, a former director of the 
state-run Lava Hot Springs Founda- 
tion and an unsuccessful Democratic 
congressional candldale five yea'rs 
ago, said his political and gov- 
ernmental experience would help him 
flit what he said was a leadership gap 
during Eardiey'8 tenure. ' 



'Frankly, I'm very concerned ■ 
about the direction this city Is going 
in," Pearce said. "1 don't feel there's 
sufficient strength and iQadcrship 
now." 

Pearce criticized Eardley's han- 
dling of the downtown redevelopment 
controversy, which still rages after 
more than a decade of planning. 
Pearce said the project must be 
carried out "In some form," but it 
must be done swiftly. 

He blasted the "secrecy" In which 
the Boise Redevelopment Agency sold 
iG acres of downlown property to 
developers for $1.7 million in June, He 
also said the sale price was too low. 

"Leadership Is key and vital to the 



potential for growth of the communi- 
ty," Pearce said. 

Pearce said he would bring "strong 
and dramatically new, clean in- 
dustry" to the Boise area to lessen 
unemployment problems and shore 
up the depressed building Industry. 

He also said he would beef up law 
enforcement in the city In response to 
what he said was the people's growing 
concern about increasing criminal 
activity.

Reagan pledges to protect 
SocialSeeurify benefits 



mSHlNGTON (UPI) - President 
Reagan promised Monday night that 
no plan to restore the financial integ- 
rity of the Social Security system will 
be at the expense of present 
beneficiaries. 

"You have no reason to be 
frightened," Reagan said. 

"You will continue to receive your 
checks in the full amount due you. In 
any plan to restore fiscal Integrity of 
Social Security, I personally will sec 
that no part of the plan will be at the 
expense of you who are now depen- 
dent on your monthly Social Security 
checks." 

Reagan took a few moments to 
discuss Social Security at the start ol 
his nationally broadcast address on 
his tax cut plans. He said he hopes to 
address the nation on the subject in 
the future. 

"I've been deeply disturbed by the 
way those of you who arc dependent

on social Security have been need- 
lessly frightened by some of the 
inaccuracies which have been given 
wide circulation." Reagan said. 

"It Is true that the Social Security 
system has financial problems." he 
added. "It is also true that these 
financial problems have been building 
for more than 20 years — and nothing' 
has been done," 

"I hope to address you on this entire 
subject In the near future," Reagan 
said. "In the meantime, Id me just 
say this: I stated during the campaign 
and I repeat now I wilt not stand by 
and see those of you who were de- 
pendent on social Security deprived of 
your benefits. I make that pledge-to 
you as your president." 

Rep. J.J. Pickle, D-Tex. and Sen. 
William Armstrong. R-Colo. - who 
chair the House and Senate Social 
Security subcommittees - have both 
said it is likely Congress will iry to 



limit Social Security .cost-oMlvlng 
increases to help save the ailing 
system. 

A "White House spokesman said 
Reagan's remarks show his position 
hasn't changed — that he opposes 
limiting thecost-oMlvingraiscs. 

Reagan had first planned to address 
the twin issues of the need for putting 
Social Security back on a sound finan- 
cial footing and his three-year, 25 
percent (ax cut proposal. He said the 
lax issue had to "take priority" 
bocouso of the immediacy of congres- 
sional action on the bill. 

Several weeks ago, the administra- 
tion pmposcd dramatic changes In the 
Social security system that alarmed 
current and future recipients. Under 
strong opposition, Reagan pulled back 
from those proposals, and how he is 
seeking to promote a bipartisan 'i:on- > 
grcssional effort to improve (he ~ 
system.

A Boise merchant who shot and killed a man who 
beat and robbed him shouid not have been completely 
exonerated. . . 

At the very least precious-metals dealer Keith 
Bybee should have been publicly rebuked by Ada 
County Jaw enforcement' officials, not because he 
acted in self defense but for his indiscriminate lise of 
a weapon. 

Bybee not only killed a man, he mistakenly fired on 
and struck the car of an innocent citizen. Bybee says 
he thought the man was the robber's accomplice. 
- — Ada-Prosecutor-Jim'fiarris,-in deciding to-cxoner.^— 
ate the merchant, did say the case came "perilously 
close to criminal, prosecution.." He justified his 
decision by noting Idaho law would not have made 
conviction possible in this case. But this Is a matter 
for a judge and jury to decide, not a prosecuting 
attorney. 

Was Bybee's life actually in danger? He shot his 
assailant in the back as he was running away. By 
carrying his vengeance further, Byee endangered the 
life of an innocent citizen and for that he should face 
the consequences of a possible criminal act. 

When someone picks up a weapon with intent to use 
it, he should realize the consequences of his actions. 
Bybee understandably was acting out of tear and 
possibly panic when he opened fire. But where does 
the right to reasonable self defense end? That's the 
question Harris had an opportunity to test in this case. 

Many Boise merchants rushed to Bybco's defense, 
wliich was expected. But by soft-pedaling the use of a 
deadly weapon In this case, Ada County officials may 
give others the mistaken belief that the use of 
extreme force will Ibe tolerated under questionable 
circumstances. 

That, of course, should never be accepted. 

One Boise woman, who was interviewed by The 
Statesman after Harris' decision, summed up a 
pertinent point. Said she, "1 have to wonder where we 
are when a violent act draws such applause. 1 know it 
scares m e to de ath to think of us takin g the law Into 
our own hands."

The speculation In low-cost oil and 
gas leases In the West has become a 
major industry. A person who gets a 

Sl-:in-acro lease may be able to sell. it 
for lens of ttiousands or hundreds of 
ttiousands of dollars. And a lease 
broker may get a tec. 

Mo3t western slates have now gone 
to a competitive lease system. The 
Idaho Land Board was persuaded to 
go to a compelltivc system Just last 
■month, afler ncarly being persuaded ' 
to accept a non-compclitlvc giveaway 
procedure for most slate land. 



Western slates, using competitive 
leasing, avcivgcd $60 per acre In 
bonus bids on the land thisy leased in 
1980. Yet congress continues to re- 
quire the Department of Interior to 
lease millions of acres of federally- 
managed public land without compet- 
itivo bidding. 

More than 10 million acres per year 
have been leased in Ihc West In recent 
• years without competition. Land 
which qualifies tor the lottery pro- 
duces some money tor ihe federal 
treasury in lottery entry fees. Bui the 
stales got none of the lottery money. 

II appears that the western stales 
arc losing at least $50 million per 
year, and probably considerably 
more, because of the policy backed by 
the present adminUtratlon. 

The usual argument- against com- 
pctilivc leasing is'lhat it would tend to 
discourage leasing of land. But Ibe 
record ot slatcs.using the compclitivc. 
procedure shows this Isn't Ilie case. 

Another argument Is that indcpcn- 
'dcnt'cxploralion companies would be 
frozen out of th<; action. Yet Ihc record 
shou's that, on lands offered by Interi- 



or on a competitive basis, indepen- 
dents get most of the leases. 

A bonus of $50 an Mte to acquire a 
lea» is small potatoes .in relation to ■ 
the amounts bclng'speni on oil and gas 
exploration. Drilling a well may cost 
$l0 to $15 million and it may take 10 
wells or more to find one with oil or 
gas. 

Oil and gas leases are valuable' 
because of the price that Idaho and 
other consumers arc paying for oil 

and gas. 

If land is leased non-competltlvcly, 
chances arc that a lease speculator 
and others will got the money that 
miglit have been paid for a competi- 
tive lease. The taxpayers arc the 
losers, and the biggest losers are the 
taxpayers of the western states. ' 

Competitive leasing seems to have 
little support from our "sagebrush 
rebel *^nalors and representatives 
from the Rocky Mountain stales. With 
McClure heading Jhe_Enerm' jind _ 
Resources Cornmlttcc, and with the 
Reagan administration firmly op-, 
posed to more competllloni It appears* 
that western taxpayers will coitlnue 
to be fleeced.

TWIN FALLS - Twin Falls County prosecutorsplan to 
seek stiffer sentences against stalled "hardened" 
criminals. 

Twin Falls County Prosecutor Harry DeHaan an- 
nounced Monday he will utilize a new law which provides 
minimum sentences for some offenses. 

Passci by the 1981 Idaho Legislature, the law provides 
additional sentences for repeat offenders. Moreover, the 
Jaw sets minimum sentences which arc to be served 
consecutively with any other sentence Imposed. 

The law provides the following!- • 

■ An additional sentence of five to 20 years for a 




t wbo-has-lnfllcted-greaflwdily-hanTrupon a 
victim during thocommlssion of a felony. 

• An additional sentence ol three to IS years for a 
defendant deemed to be a repealed sex offender. 

• An additional sentence of three to 10 years for a 
defendant repeatedly convicted of distributing, tratflck* 
init or selling illegal drugs. 

The law would worit this way: ^defendant convicted of 
robbery is sentenced to serve up to 10 years In the stale 
penitentiary. On top of that, he Is ordered to serve an 
additional sentence of not less than five years because he 
severely Injured a person in the commission of the felony, 

Traditionally, convicts arc eligible for parole Qller 
scrving^tie-third of their sentence. But In this case, the 
defendant would serve one-third of his lO-year sentence 
plus another five, or a minimum of eight years, before he 
would be eilalbie for parole. 



Although such laws have raised questions concerning 
legislative encroachment on Judiclfll discretion In the 
paslj the courts have accepted measures similar to these 
three measures. DcHaao said. Idaho law already pro- 
vides additional sentences for persons convicted of using 
a firearm In the commission of a felony. Additional 
penalties arc also provided for persons deemed to be 
habitual offenders. 

"They have very carefully written these laws to parallel 
those things that have been found to be constitutional " 
DoHaansaid.

Residents take pride in faciliti;

TWIN FALLS - Maria and Juan 
Sanchez, migrants, and the children 
of migrants, sadly watched Ihe con- 
struction of a housing complex near 
theirSouth Park home. 

Although the vColonias De Col- 
ores." built last winter at Gardner 
and Illinois streets, was satd to be 
housing for migrant farmworkers, the 
couple doubted Ihcy'd be allowed to 
live there. 

"When wc first saw IhcJiousing, we 
never thought we would qualify for 
it," Maria said. "My husband always 
said, 'Wc don't have nice Jobs; thoy 
want people with good Jobs. Tbe 
houses arc so pretty, they must 
'chargealot for them." " 

All her life Maria, who came from a 
family of 16 persons, has lived in poor 
housing. She, her husband and four 
children lived most of their lives In 
labor camps: rooms without heat'and 
Indoor plumbing. Her children often 
slept on pads on Ihe floor. 

The new houses, built with a Farm- 
ers Home Administration" loan and 
administered by the Idaho Migrant 
"Cflraplexrdldn'nobinike any lal — 
camp the Sanchezes had ever seen. 

The sturdy-looking red-brick units 
were arranged along a curving street, 
not stacked side by side like army 
barracics. Each apartment featured 
its own bathroom and kitchen, unlike 
the camps where persons shared a 
common bathroom. 

Unlike the run-down apartments the 
Sanchezes had rented in town, the 
all-electric houses were airy, with 
small rooms, but modern appliances. 

So, they gent in. their application 
after the 24-unlt'SompIe)t"was finished 
in February, 

To their surprise, they .were ac> 
ceptcd, 

Five months later, Maria talks of 
their homo with a ilglil In her eye and 
0 tremble In her voice as if she still 



can't believe It, "We've never twcn so 
happy. We love It." 

Her family rents a thrcc-bedroom 
apartment, and their rent varies from 

SI50 to $200 a month, depending on 
their income. 

The rooms are simply furnished, 
with the chairs, tables and couches 
constructed with more plastic than 
wood. A picture of Jesus sits on the 
television and department store land- 
scapes grace the wall. ■ 

The furniture was bought on credit 
when they moved in, and Maria notes, 
with both pride and relief, it's almost 
paid off: "We've been trying hard — 
scrimping." 

Maria shows off her castle, apolo- 
gizing for the "mess" In her little 
daughter's room — a crumpled play 
suit on the bed and a bunny on the 
floor. The fragrance of just-cooked 
tamales wafts from the pint-sized 
kitchen. 

Tho couple sttil works in the fields 
as they have done since they started 
migrating from Texas to Idaho in 
196B. They take their children wilh 
them to save on babysitting costs. 

But now, Maria wants to settle In 
Twin Falls. They hope to get year- 
around Jobs at food processing plants, 
which qualifies th em to remain i njhc„ 
housing. 

"For the first time, my kids haven't 
been cut up and bruised and got Insect . 
bites from playing around the home. 
They're not sleeping on the floor." she 
said. 

The Sanchezes' story is similar to 
that of many residents In the new 
complex. Used lo housing conditions 
like those of the Blue Lake Cottages, 
described In a Times-News story last 
summer, tenants say Uie slpiplc 
apartments are Ihe nicest places 
they've ever lived in. 

Even though the apartments come 
unfurnished and are often filled with 
the simplest of garage sale stock, 
.'.'.We're rich in tills home compared to 
what we have down there in Tocas," 
one tenant said.

John Evans and New Mexico Gov. 
- Bruce King last month. 

, The ■10-page task force document 
constitutes "one of the first times 
' ■ western states have gotten together 
and presented recommendallons In a 
positive way, said Frank Lundburg, a 
consultant to Evans who worked with 
the task force. 

The plan would drastically alter the 
method used for distributing roughly 
$8,777,300 In 10 western states and 
, Lundburg said It may be a large stm 
/toward dllfuslng Uie Sagebrush Re- 
."belllon; 



The recommendallon asks for more 
money for actual on-the-ground range ~ 
Improvements and would require ad- 
ditional funding for those states the 
task force contends haven't received 
their fair share of money from the 
account known as the "8,100 fund." 

Dean Zelter, range conservationist 
with the BLM In Washington, D.C., 
said, his agency was preparing a 
response to the governors' proposal In 
the form of a new policy he said 
"should satisfy most people's con- 
cerns." 

The 8,100 fund was 'created in 1976 
when Congress deslpiated 50 percent 
of all grazing fees collected In the 
W est for range improvements to 
"arrest much of the continuing de- 
terioration" on public land. Under the 
law, 25 percent of the money was 
earmarked for range improvements 
in the states or specific BLM districts 
from which the funds originated, and 
the interior secretary was allowed to 
dole out another 25 percent for pro- 
jects he deemed necessary. 



Ranchers — and the task force 
report — snid too much of the money 
was spent on costs not directly related 
to on-thc-ground improvcmenls. 
About S193,0O0, for example, w&s 
spent for environmental assessments 
needed to determine the effects of Hie 
range Improvements, and about 
SI76.000 for wild tmrse and burro 
removal, a BLM report said. 

Zellor ond other BLM officials said 
their policies tradilionally have 
allowed for use of the S.IOO funds to 
perform environmental assessments 
because officials fell "any cost 
associated with placing an Improve- 
ment on the ground was a le^llmale 
cost relating to the 8,100 funds." 
' But Zcllcr said If the agency's 
policy doesn't allow using 8,100 funds 
for cnvlromncnlal assessments, for 
example, other money will have to be 
located to perform the required 
studies. 

"It's kind of a situation of robbing 
Peter to-pay-PaulAZellcr said. "If 
there's a certain amount of work that 



has to be done out there ahd if you 
can't take money out of one fund, 
you're going to have to Uite it out of 
another fund. . .and that Just means 
some other kind of work won't gel 
done." 

But Zeller praised the task force's 
recommendations, saying the report 
raised "very good suggesllons and 
some of their criticisms, ilyou want to 
call them criticisms, arc valid." " / 

Lundburg similarly said the rec- 
ommendations backed by Democrat 
Evans and Republican King — and 
the BLM's cooperative attitude 
toward the proposals — were 
expected to result in changes that 
should be announced In mid- 
September. 



BOISE (UPI) - About 300 sheep 
plunged off a cliff in a rcmole, moun- 
tainous area of the Boise National 
Forest last week when they were 
scared by a bear and her cubs. 

Idaho Health and Welfare De-' 
partment spokesman Gary Rich- 
ardson said Monday the sheep — 
belonging to tlic Hammcit Sheep Co. 
— apparently were fri^tened the 
bear and ran toward the cIU f between 
midnight and I a.m. Wednesday. The 
animals fell to their deaths along the 
banks of Packard Creek, located 
about 40 miles cast of Boise. 

He said officials from the National 
Forest and Central District Health 
Department walked into the area 
Saturday after-receiving reports of 
the accident from the shecphearder 
who hiked out of the area late Friday. 
He said the rotting bodies were in the 
creek, which flows Into the cast fork of 
HoII Creek and Into the Anderson 
Ranch Reservoir. 
"There isn't a problem of spccillc 



diseases" because the animals are In 
the water, said state physician Dr. 
Fritz Dixon. "But. rother. a problem 
of ratting flesh and bones In the 
stream." 

Dixon urged hikers and campers 
not to drink water in the area, saying 
they could contract a disease similar 
to food poisoning. But he said ho 
cmcrgcocy actions to close the area 
would be taken. 

Richardson said the loss cost 
Hammett Sheep roughly $60,000. He 
said Forest Service and health de- 
partment officials intended to post 

signs In the area to warn backpackers 
about the presence of the bodies and 
would perform water-quality tests 
throughout the summer.

BLM to change improvements funding

BOISE - The Bureau ot Land 
Management will propose changes In 
the agency's policy for managing 
range-Improvement funds. 
■ The changes were spurred by a 
National Governors' Association task 
force plan submitted to Interior Seci. 
rctary James Watt by Idaho Gov. 
-John Evans and New Mexico Gov. 
Bruce King last month. 

The 40-page task force document 
constitutes "one of the first times 
western states have gotten together 
and presented rccommendatiDns in a 
positive way, said Frank Lundburg, a 
consultant to Evans who worked with 
the task force. 

The plan would drastically alter the 
method used for distributing roughly 
$8,777,300 in 10 western states and 
Lundburg said it may be a large step 



The recommendation asks for more 
money for actual on-the-ground range 
Improvements and would require ad- 
ditional funding for those states the 
task force contends haven't received 
their fair sliarc of money from the 
account knownasthe "8,100 fund." 

Dean Zeller. range conservationist 
with the BLM in Washington, D.C, 
said his agency was preparing a 
_ re^Kinse to the governors' proposal in 
the form of a new policy he sa'ld 
"should satisfy most people's con* 
cems." 

The a.lOO fund was created In 1976 
when Congress designated 50 percent 
of all grazing fees collected in the 
West for range Improvements to 
"arrest much of the conlinulng'de- 
terloration" on public land! Under the 
law, 2S percent of the money was 
earmarked for range, improveracnis 
In the states or specific BLM districts 
from which the funds originated, and 
the interior secretary was allowed '

removal, a BLM report said. 

Zcller.-and other BLM officials said 
their policies traditionally have 
allowed for use of the B,!00 funds to 
perform environmental assessments 
because officials felt "any cost 
associated with placing an Improve- 
ment on the ground was a legitimate 
cost relating to the 8,100 funds." 

But Zeller said If the agency's 
policy doesn't allow using 8,100 funds 
for environmental assessments, for 
example, other money will hove to be 
located to perform the required 
studies.

Mexico resMcts California fruit 



LOS GATOS. Calif. (UPI) - Mexico 
Monday became the first nation to 
slap a quarantine on fruits and vege- 
tables from Caliromla counties hit by 
the Mediterranean fruit fly infesta- 
tlpn. 

As a further precaution, Mexican 
authorities doubled the number of 
Insect traps set up along Its 
northwestern border lo monitor for 
signs of the pest. 

r Mexico's ban affected only the three 
;cpunties- in Northern California's 
. -Santa Clara Valley and required that 
. -any fruit and vegetable entering Mex- 
■;ico from the state's main market of 
■:I/3S Angeles be certified as coming 
:from outside the Infested areo. 
.- No other nations have banned 
:-Califomia farm produce, but -five 
^southern states have argued In the 
:Supreme Court that they should have 
the ri^t to protect their crop? by 
stringent requirements on . un- 
fumigatiid fruit entering their 
borders. 

Japan last week accepted U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture assurances 
that the isolated Medfly outbreak was 
being controlled by aerial pesticide 
spraying and a ground stripping pro- 
gram in the populous and federally 
quarantined counties of Santa Clarn.

Aerial spraying of 68 square miles 
with *he pesticide malathion took 
place Monday In an assault by eight 
helicopters — the most successful 
single drop so far in the $53 million 
war against the voracious Insect over 
a 257-square mile target zone. 

In Mexico, Jorge Gutierrez Som- 
perio, general director of sanitation 
for the Agriculture Ministry, said 
traps containing sterile fruit nies 
were toeing doubled around Mexican 
border towns such as Tijuana, 
.Ensenada, Mcxicall and Tccate. 

He said Mexico, the worid's largest 
producer of sterile fruit flics, con- 
tinues to release about 300 million of 
the non-fertile bisects along Ihc 
southern border with Guatemala 
because a fruit fly q)ldemiic broke out 
therein 1979. 

The quarantine will mainly affect 
produce from Los Angeles' Central 
Market bound for wholesalers In Ti- 
juana, Ensenada and Mcxicall, said 
San Diego and Imperial County 
agriculture commissioners. 

The move Is aimed at halting 
spread of the destructive insect into 
Baja California and Sonora stales of 
northern Mexico.

A .second major fire consumed

Millard County Attorney Eldon 
Eltason said he would .launch an 
Investigation into whether federal 
agencie s Initially ig nored picas for

But officials from the Fish Lake 
National Forest claimed a full effort 
was made to stop both fires. Forest 
Superintendent Kent Taylor denied 
allegations the government wnoled a 
"controlled burn" at the sites to 
improve rangeland. 

"We can sort out these re- 
sponsibilities and Inner rivalries when 
wc put this thing out," said Gov. Scott 
Mathcson said. "My concern Is to 
protect life and property, The risk 
potcntial'has been very high. That fire 
came right down to Oak Clly, And II 
threatened Uaminglon, and could 
have gotten away and over to Mills." 

The governor called out Utah's 
National Guard to help crews battle 



the blazes — which erupted Friday 
and Saturday,— and flew over threat- 
ened areas last weekend. It was the 
first Itme since the drought-plagued

status to combat a forest fire. 

Mathcson said his firefighting con-

California store strike

Social acceptance lack 
burdens cancer patients 



CHICAGO (UPI) - Cancer patients 
often suffer severe depression 
because of inability to handle social 
and emotional adjustments linked lo 
the disease, a specialist says. ~ 

There are effective ways of han- 
dling such depression and patients do 
not necessarily have to suffer. Dr. 
Richard J. Goldberg said in the cur- 
rent issue of the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. — \' ' 
■ "'Irtdvanccd cancer brings wllh it a 
loss of social acceptability, isolation, 
and a sense of abandonment — all of 
which can be significant sources of 
depression for Ihe pallcnl," Goldberg 
wrote. 

II Is up lo Ihe doctor to spot the 
Symplons of depression and handle 
Ihe situation bcfoFc the patlcnl begins 



considering suicide as a solution lo the 
problem. 

"'Do you feel like killing yourself?' 
is not a useful approach," Goldberg 
said. "Rather, the Issue should be 
gradually unfolded by a series 
questions" and then the patient sh< 
bereferredtoapsychiatrlst. . - . , 

Goldberg noted many cancer suf- 
ferers arc angry about their Illness 
and turn thai anger on relatives, 
friends and employers. 

Goldberg said some depression can 
be relieved by changing the patient's 
treatment program. Other patients 
need to be treated for a common 
neurological complication that has to 
do Willi the removal of the fatty 
sheath around certain nerves,

Health care suffers 
because of layoffs 



DETROIT (UPI) - Thousands of 
unemployed, their benefits exhausted 
by auto Industry recession, can no 
longer afford basic health care in a 
growing crisis that experts Icar could 
set off a medical time bomb. 
< As many as 300,000 men, women 
and children in the Detroit area, long 
accustomed to extensive health 
benefits, now must delay treatment — 
or simply ignore what alls them. 

Health economists welcome the 
drop in demand because, they say. 
easy access to treatment drives up 
costs. But many worry It could wipe 
out gains made in fighting chronic 
..Illnesses such as diabetes and 
*'vpcrtensIon. 

xtors, hospitals and health plan- 
s„UA agencies admit they are stymied 
in efforts to track the_8wolllng_ 
number. A task force has been, 
established to aid in the search. 

"Ail of a sudden, people aren't 
coming in," said Dr. Kenneth Ray. . 
president of the WayncCounty Medi* 
cat Society and a general practUloncr 
whose patient load has plunged :io 
pcrccril. 

"They don't come in for routine 
checkups. They're becoming more 
and more remote from the system. 
And they're putting off acute care - 



not just preventive care. That's what 
worries me." 

Ray, who practices in suburban 
Trenton, said the major obstacle Is a 
lack of firm data about the "new 
unhealthy poor." 

"The data arc not so fjood." agreed 
John Kerr of thcGrcater Dotroli Area 
Hospital Council. "Some of these folks 
may just be staylnfj at home and 
touRiiinR it out. Tiicy don't really 
seem to bt- showliiR up onywlioro just 
yet." 

Much of the confusion stems from 
the Jumbled maze of benefits availa- 
ble to the unemployed — many from - 
the aulomolivc and related industries. 

When the auto Industry's lalcst 
severe slump bcgan-ncarly two years . 
-ago, an array of programs ■ was- 
available including supplemental 
unemployment benefits - wiilcli 
guaranteed up to <J0 percent salary - 
and payments under Ihc federal 
Trade Readjustment Act.

The_ 
problem Is that many people have 
silent heart disease and do not know 
that there is a buildup of fatty- 
choleslerol In the arteries. Even mar- 



athon runners have dropped dead 
while running, but an i:zulopsy has 
shown that they already had mojor 
fatty cholesterol deposits blocking the 
arteries in their heart. 

Studies also show that even If you 
have a lot of disease you may be able 
to do a lot of exercise, as In the case of 
marathon runners who were later 
shown to have advanced heart disease 
and, in some cases, a previous heart 
attack.

Tough Lo ve tells parents to get tough with kids 



TRENTON, N.J. ( UPU - The early 
years of accused presidential assassin 
John Hinckley Jr. — another child ot 
pdvllcdge somehow gone wron;; — 
have become folr game for armchair 
analysts. 

His parents say their 25-year-old 
son was "wayward" and an "aimless 
wanderer." Biil they told reporters 
after their son was charged with 
wounding President Reagan and 
three others March 30. "We love our 
son and will stand by him." 

"Shame, guilt, and blame Is what 
they're feeling." says Dave York, 
head of Tough Love. 

"We get the same story over and 
over and over. I really feel awful for 
his parents. Why do you need a kid 
who's Just using you? Tell him not to 
come home until you make something 
of yourself. And I would say that's a 
lovlngapproach." 

He says this generation of parents 



wcrejpld all-they had to do was love 
their children, be open, com- 
municative and reasonable and they 
would end up with open, com- 
municative and reasonable children. 

"Baloney. We ended up with closed, 
non-communlcatlve. violent klds'.'ahd 
we feel It is our fault." 

Dave York and his wife, Phyllis, 
founded Tough Love, a three-year-old 
movement that Is spreading from the 
suburbs of southern New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania across the nation. 

Parenls"who once recited Dr. Ben- 
iamin Spock to each other arc now 
forming groups to share their com- 
mon sorrow, pain, helplessness and, 
finally, anger. 

The groups are a parent version of 
"I'm mad as hell and I'm not going lo 
take It anymore." In child-centered 
America, they are controversial. 

Tough Love says gel lough with 
your kids. Kids ore not equal. No guilt 



and don't back down. And. some- 
times, close the door on a child If he 
won'tobcytherules. 

"Wc don't say this is how to raise 
your kid." York says. "We deal with 
pajcnts who have kids In trouble. 
'•They've b!!en through every possible 
therapy, their marriage Is crumbling 
ttccausc of arguments over how to 
handle the kid, and other kids are 
feeling neglected .'Tough Love is a last 
resort." 

York and his wife know. Their throe 
daughters had the same problems — 
drinking, failing in school, taking 
drugs. 

"We doubted ourselves. We'd think, 
1 guess we're bringing our work 
home. Every day, we went from being 
competent therapists to an inade- 
quate mom and dad." 

York says part of the problem Is 
"buying all those messages about 
what parents are supposed to be." 



"We went the therapy route and it 
was always us, what was wrong with 
our relationship," he says. "Our kids 
were acting like little brats right there 
In the session and the psychiatrist 
would say 'Leave them alone. They're 
only kids.' 

"And wc had been doing the same 
dumb stuff." he says of his and his 
wife's pre-Tough Love therapy, "It's 
like when you twcome a parent you 
becomestupid." 

The Yorks told friends they were 
desperate. The friends ordered the 
Vorks to let thorn lake over. York 
says he and his wife agreed they 
wouldn't say anything lo the children 
without checking with the friends 
first. 

The problems cleared up. York says 
his three daughters are now manag- 
ing on their own and support their 



parents' crusade — and Tough Love 
was founded. Today, they openly 
disdain their former profession. 

"We live In a psychology-oriented 
culture, where anything someone 
does is supposed to be a symptom of 
something else," says York. "Tougli 
Love says balpney. This is the pro- 
blem, let's clean that ucT' 

York says the group works wttli 
parents on specific behaviors. 

"'I want my kid to stop smoking 
marijuana' is not an appropriate goal, 
because then you're into cops and 
robbers until you go nuts," he says. 
"Wo ask 'What behaviors do you 
want?'" 

Tough Love organizes a support 
system among parents in a communi- 
ty. Hundreds of parents with problem 
children, often complicated by drug 
and alcohol abuse, are organized by 
the Yorks Into a conimunlty network. 



They call each other daily, meet 
weekly. When there Is a crisis, a 
drunken accident or a drug bust, a 
different set of parents goes to the 
hospital or deals with the police. •All 
help the child's parents with ibc 
Inevitable guilt. 

"What you want Is not love tjlit 
cooperation," he says, "We all ha^^o 
this altitude that adolcsence is a liitic 
to t>c free, thai all we should expect 
Vom our kids Is that they should love 
us, and It'shardlos'hake." > 

Tough Love often works. But some 
children leave, or remain unreochia- 
ble. ■> 

"Wc all have this secret hope In our 
hearts, the one big happy faniHy 
hope," he says. "But eventually you 
get burned out and you settle for less. 
You'd be surprised."

North Dakota becomes top producer 

Weather ruins Kansas wheat crop

WICHITA. Kan. - A late spring frost, then 
summer rains, hail and floods have cut Kansas' 
once proud wheat harvest more than 115 
million bushels. 

The reduction dropped the nation's perennial 
No. 1 wheat producer to runner up status Iwhind 
North Dultota. 

The sicltly wheat harvest Is going to liurt more 
than the farmers' pocltelbook. 

Agricultural and economic experts say it 
mlgHitcause a multi-billion dollar loss to Kansas' 
entire economy, perhaps straining len'dlng in- 
stitutions and putting farm equipment dealers 
.outof business '. 

The winter wheat harvest was earlier pro- 
jected to top out at about 420 million bushels. Bui 
after the natural calamities, only 305 million 
bushels were retrieved from the muddy fields. 

The difference — )15 mtlllon bushels — 



multiplied by the going rate of $3.S0 per bushel, 
gives a direct loss to farmers of $402.5 million In 
incomethisyear. 

But -the total effect will be even greater, said 
Gerald McDougall, an economics professor at 
Wichita State University. He said an economic 
ruleisthaf every dollardlrcctiy lost will mcanS? 
lost to the entire economy because of the "ripple 
crfect." 

"A dollar of fann income gels multiplied as it 
goes through transactions," McDouRall 
explained. "A farmer spends a dollar at a cafo. 
and the cafe owner takes S5 cents of that and 
buys supplies. The supplier then takes 50 cents 
and spends it somewhere else. 11 Just ripples 
through the whole economic system." 

And if the '.-io-7 "ripple effect" holds true, the 
Kansas economy could be shorlchahgcd out of 
$2.8 billion. 

"It's a significant loss," McDougall said. "It's 
hard to say exactly what that will mean in terms 
gf the slatc^ economy. But firms can anticipate 



a sluggish year. Smaller retailers can anticipate 
low sales t>ecause their customers will simply 
have less income." 

The income loss to farmers could hurt busi- 
nesses ranging from farm implomeni dealers to 
car dealers to restaurants. 
- "The machinery and implement dealers are 
going to be hit hard." said John Junior 
- Armstrong, president of the Kansas Farm 
Bureau. "1 don't think farmers are going to 
make any capital investments this year." 

While small businesses in (arming communi- 
ties arc hurt, McDougall said stale. officials 
should also count on smaller revenues from 
Income taxes and sales taxes.

War of wdrds marks truce

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UP!) - The PLO arii Israel 
accused each other Monday of violating the 
U.S.-mcdiatcd cease-fire along the Lebanese-Israeli 
frontier. 

But the 4-day-old agreement remained In effect despite ' 
the war of words. 

The PLO's Voice ol Palestine radio said Israeli 
' reconnaissance planes overflew Beirut and south 
Lebanon for the third day in a row. 

PLO spokesman Mahmoud Labadi said the overflights 
were "very clear violations of the cease-fire" agreement 
that the PLO had negotiated with the United States 
through U.N. Secretary-General Kurt Waidhclm. 

But Israel Radio reported that Pflme Minister 
Menachem Begin, at a meeting of the parliamentary 
foreign affairs and defense committee, said the recon- 
naissance flights were not included in the cease-fire 
agreement and will continue. 

In Washington, State Department spokesman Dean 
Fischer said "strictly speaking, the Israeli rcconiiaisance 
flights (over I^banon) are not armed attacks" and 
therefore were not Included in the cease-fire agreement. 

An Israeli military spokesman said about 20 Soviet- 
made' Katyusha rockets were tired late Sunday at the 
southern Lebanese enclave of Israeli-backed Lebanese 
army.MaJ. Saad Haddad. 



The rocket attack was not immediately claimed by any 
guerrilla faction, but Begin said Sunday he would hold the 
PLO responsible for any violations of the cease-fire. 

Israeli military officials said neither the Israeli forces 
nor Haddad's militiamen rctunied the fire. 

The Voice of Palestine also reported that machine gun 
volleys were fired into the south Lebanese village of Kfar 
Tibnit, 10 miles west of the Israeli border and Just outside 
the twrder of the Haddad enclave. 

One potential threat to thecease-flre was tempered witn 
the announcement tjy the militant Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine — General Command that it would 
not attack Israeli civilians if Israel and Its Christian 
Lebanese allies observed the agreement. 

The General Command group, a Libyan-backed of- 
fshoot of the PLO, claimed responsibility for three rocket 
attacks Friday and Saturday into northern Israel and 
southern Lebanon In defiance of the cease-fire agreed to 
by the PLO and Israel. 

"If the Zionist (Israeli) raids on Lebanon, Palestinian 
camps and guerrilla positions stop, and If attacks from 
the frontier's (Christian militia) enclave also slop, then 
we are ready to stop the rocket and artillery shelling of 
civilian targets In northern Israoi," a Genorai Command 
official, TalalNaJl. said. 



Hablb: Latest Mideast calm could lead to greater security 



/WASHINGTON (UPI) - Peace ne- 
gotiator Philip Hablb, reporting to 
President Rc:ij;;m Monday on the 
Isracii-Piik'slinian cuasc-fire. said 
the latest calm "could be a first 
important step" toward greater secu- 
rity In thearea. 

But Habib^also told reporters ttial 
while there Is "an end to tlic blood- 
shed" In the, area, the cease-fire is 
"fragile and sensitive", 

i Dispatches from the Middle Kasl 
Sunday said Hablb, who has had heart 
problems and was called out of re- 



tirement to trouble-shoot a cease-fire 

two months ago, was ready to call It 
quits. 

But, he told reporters at the White 
House, "I probably wllrbe going 
back." He said no time has been set 
for his return to the Middle East. 

Meantime, State Department 
spokesman Dean Fischer said, "We 
are optimistic that the cease-fire will 
hold." 

American optimism Is based on the 
fact that violations by various fac- 
' tions have steadily decreased since 



the cease-tire went Into effect Friday, 
he explained. 

Hablb spent a half-hour with 
Reagan In the Map Room discussing 
his trying efforts to bring about a 
cease-fire. Other advisers sitting in on 
the session included Secretay of Slate 
Alexander Haig. 

Afterward, Habib read a short 
statement at the diplomatic entrance, 
hailing the success of his mission and 
praising "all parties" who helped 
arrange the end ot the<:urrent fight- 
ing. 



"The progress achieved so far must 
not be lost;"- he said. "Everyone 
involved must exercise the greatest 
care and caution. The end of armed 
attack which has been achieved could 
be a first Important step on the road to 
greater calm and security _in. the _ 
area." 

"This will be Indispensable If future 
progress Is to be made toward a broad 
and lasting peace in the Middle East," 
Habib said. , 

He described all parties . to the 
negotiations as "responsible," 



Habib said he expects the United 
States to use the cease-fire to push for 
a more lasting solution to the Arab- 
Israeli conflict that hasstretchedovcr 
several decades. Talks on the broader 
issues, he added, will get underway 
soon, 

But he said the . cessation of 
hostilities is a "first time" and "I 
argue what has b<!en accomplished 
can contribute to pursuit of the 
broader" goals. 

During the meeting, Reagan pres- 
ented Habib with a photograph taken 



during their lost meeting in the Oval 
Office. Reagan rend aloud the in- 
scription: "To Philip Habib with 
great appreciation for serving over 
and beyond the call of duty." 

Habib arrived Sunday In 
Washington, without fanfare, to re- 
port on his mission, 

At the State Department, Fischer ■ 
declared, "We arc optimistic the 
cease-fire will hold." "Every day that ' 
goes by the level of violence de- 
creases. That Is the basts for our 
' opUmlsin." ' -■ 



Knesset to vote on U:S. troops in Sinai force 



[JERUSALEM (UPI) - Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir called on 
parliament Monday to approve 
formation of a. mostly American 
multi-national force to patrol the Sinai 
border between Egypt and Israel. 

The force would be created under 
terms of the 1979 peace treaty. 

Shamir told the deputies "serious 
and decisive" U.S. par.tlclpallon In the 
pcacckcoping force would glvp It the 
power needed to ensure calm along 
Israel's southern border. . 



. The Knesset, or parliament, Is 
expected to vote on the issue Tuesday. 

The U.S. Congress and the Egyptian 
parliament also must apprtve the 
formation of the force. 

Under an agreement initialed In 
London July 17, Egypt, Israel and the 
United Slates decided to establish the 
force to police the Egyptian-Israeli 
border after Israel completes It 
withdrawal from the Sinai descri next 
April. •

Rajai wins Iranian election 



ANKARA. Turkey (UPI) - Islamic 
hard-liner Mohammad All Rajal was 
officially declared the winner Monday 
In Iran's presidential election to suc- 
ceed Abolhassan Banl-Sadr, a moder- 
ate ousted by the ruling Moslem 
clergy. 

, Meanwhile, a leading anti- 
government guerrilla leader and sup- 
porter ot Bani-Sadr was executed liy 
firing squad along with 19 other oppo- 
nents of the reglmcin.thc.contlnulng. 
campaign to wipe out opposition to the 
Islamic clergy. A top Iranian official 
called for a "military victory" to 
crush dissident forces, Tehran Radio 
said Monday. 



RaJai, who is currently Iran's prime 
minister, was declared the 
overwhelming otflclat winner of Fri- 
day's election by Interior Minister 
Mohammed Reza Mahdavi Kanl. 
Tehran Radio reported. 

With results from the polling nearly 
complete, Tehran Radio said RaJai, 
44, won 12.9 million of the 14.7 million 
votes cast. 

The former mathematics teacher, 
-who.formed.a.IundamentaltsLCablnct — 
in August last year despite the op- 
position of Bani-Sadr, was expected to 
resign as primc'ministcr after ratifi- 
cation ot his election by Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini.

The foreign minister said the depu- 
ties should regard establishment of 
the multinational force "as a guaran- 
tee." 

It will be the first time since Ameri- 
can participation in the UN 
peacekeeping forces of the I960's that 
any U.S. forces will be Involved as 
standing forces in the Mideast. Dur- 
ing the last year the U.S. has rotated a 
number of battallions on a regular 
basis, through Egypt for Mideast 
training exercises. — 



Ambassador expects bah 
on F-16s will be lifted 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - Israeli 
ambassador Ephralm Evron said 
Monday he expects the United 
States will lift the suspension of 
deliveries of F-I6 warplanes to 
Israel. 

Evron, speaking to reporters 
after an 85-minute talk with Middle 
East mediator Philip Hablb and 
other State Department officials, 
said the question ot the planes was 
not discussed In that meeting. 

Asked if he expected the de- 
liveries to be resumed, Evron said, 
"I always expected It." 



State Department officials said 
there is no direct link between the 
renewed deliveries and the situa- 
tion in Lebanon; but any decision 
will be made In light of the situa- 
tion in Lebanon. 

A cease-fire, announced Friday, 
appears to be holding, according to 
Israeli and American officials, 
despite some isolated attacks on 
northern Israel. 

Evron said, "Wc would like to 
hope that this Is the beginning of a 
more peaceful period in our area."

other minor suit ho wHi have 
to lead a heart and give 
declarer a ruff and discard. 

The particular' South w 
watched made his contract 
by playing two rounds of 
trumps, cashing dummy's 
king of diamonds afiii ace of 
duos, continuing by cashing 
his diamond acc and club 
king. 

South noted tliat East dis- 
carded on the second dub. 
Then South counted ■ tlic 
hand. East had shown seven 
hearts by his apcnlhg 'three 
bid. Ifc had one card Jn each 
black suit which left him 
exactly four diamonds. West 
held three and there was no 
point throwing West In witif 
a club so he led his small 
diamond. 

Ii:nst had to win and give 
South the ruff and discard. 

Note that East 'could havc^ 
bcaten.thc slam by dropping 
two of his high diamonds on
